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Taylor. This family, which was an influential one, begins 
with James Taylor, said to have been of Carlisle, England. 
President Zachary Taylor was the most illustrious representa- 
tive. (Hayden's Virginia Genealogies, 672-684.) 

Thompson. Eoger Thompson was sheriff of New Kent in 
1705. 

Conway. Edwin Conway was the emigrant ancestor of this 
prominent family. (See Hayden.) 

Catlett. This family begins with Col. John Catlett, who was 
an eminent citizen of Eappahannock county, Va. He was a 
native of Sittingbourn, in the county of Kent, England. He 
married Elizabeth Underwood, stepdaughter of Capt. John 
Upton, of Isle of Wight county.

Notes. 

Note 1, page 186. There appear to have been two Eoger Jones in 
Virginia, contemporaries. The elder of these was Capt. Eoger Jones, 
who came to Virginia in 1680 with Lord Culpeper, and was commander 
of a ship in the employment of the government. His descendants have 
been eminently distinguished in the history of Virginia and the United 
States; as is shown in a work entitled Descendants of Roger Jones, by 
Judge L. H. Jones, of Louisville, Ky. Statesmen, commodores and gen- 
erals have illustrated the name. 

1. Captain Eoger Jones, the younger contemporary, named in the 
will of Colonel William Churchill, proved March 10, 1710-'ll, mar- 
ried Mary (? Churchill), and died October 26, 1720. He had issue, at 
least six children. 2. Susannah, "born the 19th of Nov. [16 — ], and 
christened the same day at Mr. Churchill's house." 3. Churchill, born 
January 15, 1697-'98. 4. Susannah Churchill, baptized August 14, 1700 ; 
married Stephen Field, of King and Queen county, January 16, 1717-'18, 
who made his will in 1721, naming one son, Eoger Field (Quarterly, 
VII., 92). 5. Thomas, born August 23, 1704. 6. Judith, married on 
January 9, 1723-'24, Paulin Anderson (probably grandfather of 
Churchill Blackburn and Paulin Anderson Blackburn, of King William 
county, living in 1797). 7. Mary, born March 23, 1706-1707. 8. Eoger, 
born October 18, 1709; died April 13, 1739. 9. Catherine, born March 
8, 1716-'17. 

Mrs. Mary-Jones made her will July 24, 1743, and names as legatees 
daughter Catherine Jones, granddaughters Paulin Anderson's children, 
and son Churchill Jones. 
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3. Churchill Jones 2 (Roger 1 ) was a justice for Middlesex county in 
1745, and lie appears to have had at least two sons. 10. Churchill Jones. 

11. William Jones, who married Sarah , and had son Churchill, 

born December 30, 1748. 

10. Churchill 3 Jones (Churchill 2 , Roger 1 ) married, first, Millicent 
Blackburn (born Sept. 7, 1727), daughter of William and Elizabeth 
Blackburn, of Middlesex county, about February, 1745. A tombstone in 
Bruton Churchyard, Williamsburg, states that "Millicent Jones, wife of 
Churchill Jones, of Middlesex county, died May 16, 1751, aged 24." 
Issue: 12. William, born November 17, 1747. 13. Churchill, born Sep- 
tember 27, 1748. Churchill Jones married, secondly, Ann Kemp, May 24,- 
1756. 

12. William 4 Jones (Churchill 2 , Churchill 3 , Roger 1 ) was a major and 
justice of Spotsylvania county. He married, first, Betty Churchill, 
daughter of Armistead Churchill and granddaughter of Col. William 
Churchill and Elizabeth Armistead (Quarterly, VIII., p. 48). He- 
married, second, at the age of seventy years, Lucinda Gordon, daughter 
of Nathaniel Gordon (Hayden, 252). 

13. Churchill 4 Jones (Churchill 3 , Churchill 2 , Roger 1 ) married Ju- 
dith Churchill (sister of Betty Churchill above) on November 11, 1769. 

Note 2, page 186. Blakey family. 1. Churchill Blakey, of Middle- 
sex county, married Sarah George November 30, 1710. They had issue: 
2. Thomas, baptized April 6, 1712. 3. Margaret, baptized April 18, 1714. 
4. George, born April 3, 1716, baptized May 6, 1716. 5. John, born 
December 14, 1718. 6. Robert, born March 7, 1720. 6. Betty, born No- 
vember 20, 1723. 7. Jane, born February 24, 1725-'26. 8. Sarah, born 
November 28, 1728. 9. Susannah, born January 13, 1734. 10. Catherine, 
born July 2, 1738. Churchill Blakey died May 8, 1738. 

Churchill Blakey, doubtless a son of one of the above, married Ann 
Chowning on October 24, 1772. His will, proved in Middlesex June 27, 
1814, names children, 1 Jane Healey Blakey, 2 Robert, 3 Henry, 4 Ann, 
wife of Thomas Kidd, 5 Elizabeth, 6 Catherine Chowning, 7 Frances, 8 
Lucy. 

Of these, Robert Blakey, son of Churchill Blakey, was captain of the 
Middlesex troop in the war of 1812. He married Frances D. Roane, 
daughter of Thomas Roane, of Middleberry, in Middlesex county, on Oc- 
tober 12, 1808. He was father of John Chewning Blakey (died in 1859), 
who was father of Hon. Thomas E. Blakey, of Essex county, member of 
the present State Senate of Virginia (1900). The latter writes that his 
"grandfather, Robert Blakey, had a brother named Churchill Blakey, 
who died in infancy, and he named one of his sons Churchill Blakey, 
who likewise died in infancy." 

Among the Middlesex marriage bonds are the following': 

George Blakey, of Spotsylvania county, bond to marry Clara Daniel, 
widow, 28 April, 1746. Security, Robert George. George Blakey bond to 
marry Catherine Shelton, or Skelton, December 31, 1743. Security, 
Robert Daniel.
